SOLDIER LEPER 
IN THIS STATE 


Afflicted Man Living 
Special House Near Fort 
Screven.

Washington, April 23—The case of the 
soldier leper referred to yesterday after- 
noon is the first ever known in the army. 
When the disease first developed the man 
could have been discharged for disability, 
but it was decided to keep him in the 
service in order to give the surgeons an 
opportunity to study the disease. A 
special house was built for him near 
Fort Screven, Ga., and he has been living 
there nearly three months. An army 
surgeom,. who has had some experience 
with the disease, has)been detailed to at- 
tend. him and to study the disease with 


a view to useertaining if it can be cured. 


The pay of the-man is turned over to the 
captain of his cOmpany, who has been 
authorized to receive it, and who makes 
such expenditures as are necessary from 
time to time for the man. No reports 
have been received from the surgeon. 

Savannah, Ga., April 23.—(Special.)—In- 
quiry was made of the surgeon at Fort 
Screven, Tybee island, by telephone to- 
right, but he refused absolutely to dis- 
euss the case of the leper on the reser- 
vation. He did not even admit there 
was a leper. Health Officer Brunner, of 
Savannah, was then called up. He said 
there was a leper on Tybee island and 
suggested that the surgeon.at the fort 
be called up. On being told that this 
had been done, and that the surgeon had 
refused to talk, Dr. Brunner announced 
that in such a case neither could he talk 
about the afflicted soldier.

VAST PAYMENTS, 
FOR JOHN BULL 


Budget Is introduced Into House 
of Commons, 


Ritchie Figures, on an Estimated 
Revenue of $773,750,000, a 
Surplus of $54,000,000. 
National Debt Is About 
$4,000,000,000. 


London, April 23.—The budget which 
was introduced into the house of com- 
mons today showed an estimated expendi- 
ture. for 1903-04 of $179,770,000. The chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, Mr. Ritchie, fixed 
the national @ébt charge at $135,000,900, of 
which $31,500,000 is available for the sink- 
ing fund. The estimated revenue on the 
existing basis of taxation is $773,750,000, 
giving an available surplus of $54,080,000. 
Mr. Ritchie’s proposals included the fol- 
lowng: ; 

The abolition of the.duty on grain, The 
taxes on sugar and coal are unohanged. 
Four pence is taken off the income tax. 

The duty on tea, which the trade expect- 
ed would be reduced, is not ciminged, 

Mr. Ritchie opened with the statement 
that whereas his predecessors had to im- 
pose fresh taxation, it was his task to 
remit burdens. He thought there was 
nothing in the monetary -situation to cre- 
ate alarm. Money had ‘necessarily been 
very scarce and ‘very dear, as in addi- 
tion to the government demands there had 
been many other calls on the money mar- 
ket. Any further demands on account of 
the Transvaal, however, Would be wholly 
for reproductive works and would have 
the full guarantee of the British govern- 
ment. 

Enumerating the increases of the past 
year’s trade, the chancellor expressed the 
opinion that the chief lesson to be learned 
therefrom was that capital and labor 
should endeavor to come more closely to- 
gether, so as to strengthen their power of 
competing with foreign countries, 

Total Expenditures. 

Proceeding, Mr. Ritchie said the tofal 
expenditure of the state for the past year 
from every source was $1,005,635,000. He 
estimated the cost of the wars in South 
Africa and China of the last four years 
at $1,085,000,000, of which $340,000,000 had 
peen defrayed by the revenue. The sum 
of $745,000,.000 was charged to the capi- 
tal account. The latter would be reduc- 


-ed to $550,000,000 by the Transvaal repay- 


ment and the Chinese indemnity. 

Including the war debt, the national in- 
debtedness now reached the enormous 
total of $3,991,745,000. The chancellor, how- 
ever, saw no reason for apprehenson in 
the fall in consols. Both the high water 
end low water marks had been abnormal, 
and in views of the large sums the coun- 
try had peen forced to spend the govern- 
ment might think itself fortunate that 
the effect was no greater. 

Turning to the expenditure for 1903-04, 
the chancellor estimated that it would 
amount to $719,.770,000, and said he pro- 
posed to fix the annual national debt 
charge at $135,000,000, of which $31,500,000 is 
available for the sinking fund. This 
amount would rapidly increase as repay- 
ments were received from the Transvaal 
until four or five years hence it would 
reach $45,000,000, the largest amount, both 
absolutely and proportionately, ever 
granted. 

The chancellor viewed with great con- 
cern the increase in the army expenditure 
and hoped great reductions would be pos- 
sible soon. On the other hand, the pos- 
session of a strong navy Was not a mat- 
ter of national pride but of life or deata, 
to preserve a strong navy he would 
grudge no cost. The naval preparations 
were no menace to any foreign power. So 
icng as other fleets grew, the British fleet 
must grow. But there was indication that 
some of Great Britain's neighbors wished 
te call a halt in their expenditure for 
armaments. If this was the case, Great 
Britain was fully ready to follow suit, 
In this connection the chancellor referred 
to the improved relations between Great 
Britain and France and to the approach- 
tng visit of King Edward to Paris. 

Raids on Exchequer. 

After a reference to the raids made on 
all sides on the exchequer, including -the 
demands for the payment of the members

Prince Ching, president of the foreign 
office, that no furdther steps in the 
evacuation of Manchuria will be taken 
until this agreement is signed. 

Prince Ching refused the Russian terms, 
tut his. refusal ‘probably pleases Russia 
as well as his acceptance would have 
Gone, because either alternative means 
the relinquisoment of Chinese sovereignty 


in Manchuria, 
The Russian. demands are as follows: 


to be opened; second, no more foreign con- 
suls are to be adimtted into Manchuria; 
third, no foreigners except Russians, are 
to be employed in the public service of 
Manchuria: fourth, the present status of 
the administration of Manchuria is to 
remain unchanged; fifth, the customs re- 
ceipts at the port of New Chwang are to 
be given to the Russo-Chinese bnak; sixth, 
a sanitary commission is to be or- 
dered under Russian control; seventh, 
Russia is entitled to attach the telegraph 
wires and poles of all Chinese lines in 
Manchuria, and eighth, no territory in 
Manchuria is to be alienated to any other 


power. 
Yokohama, April 23.—Three Japanese 
warships have been ordered to New 


Chwang. Marquis Ito has had a confer- 
ence with the leading Japanese statesmen. 
The Russian demands for privileges in 
Manciuria have excited the Japanese 
press, which insists on vigorous action, 
confident that the United States, as well 
as Great Britain, will support Japan.

OF DISMISSAL cs 

: TO GENERAL TYNER 

The facts are told tersely in the letter 

of dismissal signed by Postmaster Gen- 

eral Payne late yesterday afternoon and 

made public tonight. The letter is as 
follows: 


“April 22, 198.—Hon. James N. Tyner 
Assistant Attorney General for the Post- 
office Department—Sir: You are hereby 
removed from the office of assistant at- 
tornéy general for the postoffice depart- 
ment. 

“I deem it proper to give you the rea- 
sons for this summary action on the 
part of the department. Early in the 
month of March I communicated to you, 
turough a mutual friend, a request for 
your resignation. After a painful inter- 
view with you, and a more painful one 
with Mrs. Tyner, I consented to modify 
the demand for your. resignation, so that 


proviso, however, that you were given 
leave of absence from the time of the 
acceptance of the resignation to the date 
of its taking effect, with the understand- 
ing that you were not tn any way to 
undertake to discharg# the duties of the 
office. 

“Late yesterday afternoon Mrs. Tyner 
came to the office of the assistant, attor- 
ney general for the postoffice department, 
entering in the regular way. and went 
through the main office to the private 
office, closing the door behind her. She 
then unlocked the goor entering from the 
public hall into the private room and ad- 
mitted her sister, Mrs. Barrett, whose 
son was formerly an assistant In your 
|} Office, and whose conduct is now under 
investigation by the department. She 
also admitted, in the same manner, G. 
G. Hamner, an expert in the employ of 
the Mosier Safe Company, with whom 
she made an arrangement to meet her 
at the department. At her direction Mr. 
Hamner opened the safe in the room, and 
she took therefrom al] papers, records 
and articles of every kind and carried 
them away with her. 

“Immediately upon learning what had 
been done I directed the fourth assistant 
postmaster general to send two inspec- 
tors to your house to demand, in the 
name of the postmaster general, the de- 
livery to them of any papers, 
or other materials which has been ab- 
stracted from the safe. This demand 
was refused by Mrs. Tyner, and she ifke- 
wise refused to permit the inspectors to 
see you or to see and examine the papers 
in her presence. Mrs. Tyner further 
stated to the postoffice inspectors that 
she committed this act with your know!l- 
edge and by your 4irection. Further 
comment on this transaction, on my part, 
is not necessary. 

“The facts in the case will be sub- 
mitted to the attorney general of the 
United States for such action in the 
premises as he may deem proper.

Today Is Georgia Day at Richmond 
Meeting—Chancellor Hill, Cap- 
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: Marshal Ryan of Oakland.

Richmond, Va., April 2.—(Special.)—The 
event of today’s session of the Southern 
Educational conference was the address 
of Hon. St. Clair McKelway, editor of 
The Brooklyn Eagle. His subject was 
“North and South,’ and he handled 
it in such.a masterful manner as to per- 
fectly captivate the large audience, win- 
ning unstinted applause from both south- 
erners and northerners. 

It was a broad and patriotic address, 
appealed to the young men of today to 
cease fighting over the old issues of four 
decades ago and bend all their energies 
to the solution of the problems of today. 

His tribute to Stonewall Jackson 
brought forth much applause, and when 
he spoke of the reverence due the mem- 
ory of Lee the audience broke into pro- 
longed applause, which lasted several 
minutes. | 

His beautiful reference to the life and 
work of Henry W. Grady was applauded 
to the echo. His address appears in full 
on the editorial page of The Constitution. 

Reports Show Grand Work. 

The reports from the different officers 
of the conference shows a vast amount of 
good work done during the past year. 
Every southern state has. received its 
share of this great equcational awaken- 
ing. 

The discussions brougnt out the fact 

it the two greatest questions engaging 
the attention of the southern educators 
are those of consolidation of weak schools 
into strong ones, reducing the number of 
schools, but increasing their efficiency, 
and the question of transportation of pu- 
pils to and from the county schools. 

It is demonstrated conclusively from a 
large number of experiments conducted 
in different states that the future de- 
velopment and usefulness of the rural 
schools depends upon these two things 
more than upon anything else. 

Many Georgians Present. 

Georgia has the honor of having more 
delegates here than any other state in 
the south. The Georgians have had Geor- 
gia badges printed-and are sitting in @ 
body in the auditorium. The -interest 
manifested in this educational movement 
by so many Georgians is being comment- 
ed upon most favorably by the men who 
are giving their time and energy and 
money to make it a success. 

President Baldwin, of the general edy- 
cational board; Dr. Wallace Buttrick, 
George Foster Peabody, and others, in- 
quired minutely as to the progress of 
many educational] institutions in Georgia, 
and take a great Interest in the education- 
al progress of every state. 

Tomorrow will be Georgia day. Presi- 
dent Lyman Hall, Chancellor Hill and 
lion. G. R. Glenn are all to make ad- 
dresses. 

President Ogden called the conference 
to order. The attendance was very large. 
The first business was reports on field 
work. Joseph B. Graham, of Alabama, 
made the first report showing the ex- 
tent of the advancement in legislation 
and individual effort for education in his 
state. By comparison with its past his- 
tory, he said, Alabama enters the new 
century well equipped educationally. 

Dr. Charles W. Dabney, of the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, gave some jinter- 
esting statements. Among them were 
the following: 

The amount expended for schools per 
capita for children between the ages of 
five and twenty is in Tennessee, $2.32; in 
Kentucky, $2.32; Texas $3.68; Minnesota 
$8.63; Michigan $8.70; Ohio $9.94; New 
York $10.91; Colorado $11.11; California 
$16.44; Massachusetts $17.79. Massachusets 
pays thus nearly eight times as much 
for the common school] edycation of each 
of her children as does Tennessee. One 
of the great needs in the south, he said, 
was “men and money to do more mis- 
sionary work among the poor and more 
isolated populations. The people in half 
of the counties of the south are prob- 
ably not able to support any kind of a 
decent school, even if they knew how to 
do so,’’ 

Reports were also made by Dr. Friz- 
zell, of Hampton, Va.; Dr. Edwin A. Al- 
derman, of Louisiana, and Dr. Mcliver, 
of New York. All were encouraging. Dr. 
Frizzell made the positive statement that 
Virginia was not a state in which il- 
literacy increaged faster than education. 
Dr. Alderman described the educational 
methods of Louisiana, and Dr. McIver 
gave an account of the three systems 
for advancing education in his state. It 
seemed to be the opinion that North 
Carolina made a better showing than any 
of the other states reported upon.

Marshal Ryan, 
however, appeared On the scene 4t an 
opportune time with an alibi, proving the 
innocence of the negro ,after which the 
presiding judge directed a verdict of not 
guilty. So strong was the case against 
McKinney that the judge, after the trial, 
tola Marshal Ryan that had it not been 
for the alibi there was little doubt. but 
that the negro would have been hanged. 

The effect of the alibi was to show that 
at the time of the highway robber, De- 
cember 22, 1899, McKinney was at work 
in the Southern cotton oil mill at Fort 
McPherson.and was not in Birmnigham. 
This fact s substantiated by J. M. 
Diffee, now of Bainbridge, who was Su- 
perintendent, and George A. Potter, who 
was timekeeper at the mill on that date, 
both of whom went to Birmingham and 
testified at the trial. 

At the time of the hold-up two police- 
men appeared on the scene and caught 
the highwayman in the very act of re- 
lieving his victim of his valuables. One 
of the policemen covered the robber with 
his revolver and the negro surrendered. 
The officer threw his handcuffs to his 
prisoner and told him to put them on his 
wrists. 

The highwayman Obediently complied 
with this order, but his ready compli- 
ance proved a few. seconds later to be 
a cunningly arranged trap into which 
the officer was ensnared. The negro fast- 
ened one of the cuffs on one of his wrists 
and then made an effort as if to fasten 
the other on his other wrist. He coOm- 
plained, however, that the cuff would not 
lock and the officer walked nearer to 
fasten the cuff himself. 

By a sudden movement the highway- 
man seized and wrenched the pistol from 
the officer and then quickly leaped on 
the officer’s horse and rode away before 
either of the two men could get to him 
or prevent his escape.

TWO SUBURBS 


East Point and College Park 
Want Electric Lights-- May 
Erect Plant. 


The people of East Point and College 
park, two of Atlanta’s enterprising and 
progressive suburbs, have inaugurated a 
movement to secure for those places a 
system of electric lighting for both streets 
and residences. The two suburbs are 
moving jointly in the matter and a joint 
committee has it in charge. 

Negotiations have been on between the 
committee and the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, but at a meeting of 
the committee yesterday afternoon in the 
office of Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, the 
proposition of the company was rejected 
as being too high. The movement may 
now terminate in the formation of a 
stock company among the citizens and 
the erection of an electric lighting plant 
to furnish the desired lights. This ques- 
tion was considerably discussed by the 
committee yesterday afternoon. 

The Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany bid to furnish the lights at $8 per 
are light and $4 per incandescent light. 
It is understood, however, that the com- 
mittee is seeking the rate in force in 
Atlanta, which is $75 for arc lights and 
$33.75 for incandescents. The committee 
yesterday afternoon waited on the com- 
pany, but the latter declined to make 
any reduction in its bid, after which the 
committee rejected the proposition.

The officials of Mayor Howell's admin- 
istration and all who aided in the pas- 
sage of bonds at the election of iast 
Wednesday were overwhelmed with con- 
gratulations yesterday because of the 
victory, which was rendered more notab:e 
by the fact that the condition for the 
passage of the bonds were more unfav- 
crable at this particular time than dur- 
ing any previous bond election in the 
city, 

The formidable and public opposition 
of the chairman of the finance committee 
of. the administration at the beginning 
of the campaign,’ the necessity for having 
the people vote upon issues of $800,000 
when only $400,000 of bonds were to be 
floated, the apathy of the citizens and 
the forces that were secretly at work 
to prejudice the voters against the bonds, 
all did their part toward making the 
passage of the bonds particularly dif- 
ficult, and the pleasures of the victory, 
therefore, doubly keen. 

The disposition of the money that will 
be obtained from the sale of the $400,000 
of bonds that have been authorized by 
the people has not been fully’ deter- 
mined.

The difference between $250,000 and 
$214,000 will probably be spent in estab- 
lishing purification tanks and making 
some disaosition of the sewage from 
some of the most objectionable of the 
sewers, 

Improvement of Water System. 

The disposition of: the money obtained 
from the sale of the $150,000 of water 
works bonds has yet to be determined, 
and there are several] ideas. The most 
popular, however, appe#rs to be that held 
by Colonel Park Woodward, the general 
manager of the system, and several mem- 
bers of the board of water commissioners. 

It is their idea to spend $30,000 of the 
money in laying water mains in the res- 
idence sections of the city. This would 
lay many miles of mains, would supply 
water for domestic purposes, would put 
the dry sewers into commission, would 
lessen the work of the sanitary depart- 
ment by abolishing a large number of 
surface closets and would, according to 
the figures of the water works Officials, 
yield an income to the city of 15 per cent 
upon the investment. Money would also 
be obtained from the dry sewers. When 
the city builds these sewers the adjoining 
property is not assessed for them until 
water connections are made. Therefore 
if the mains are laid the city will be 
paid for these dry sewers. 

If $50,000 is spent in laying mains the 
intention is to expend another $50,000 in 
paying the balance due upon the new 
pump, that amount still being owed by 
the city to the Holly Manufacturing 
Company. The debt is at present being 
carried by the Atlanta national bank and 
the municipality is paying 5 per cent per 
annum or $2,500 for the money. As the 
bonds are to bear interest at the rate of 
3 1-2 per cent per annum, the city wouid 
save 1 1-2 per cent per annum by paying 
for the pump with the bond money. 

There will then be $60,000 left, and the 
intention is to spend that amount on the 
new reservoir of the water works depart- 
ment. It is also the intention to give an 
order for a new pumping engine for the 
Chattahoochee station. This will not be 
ready for installation for twelve or fif- 
teen months from the time the order is 
given. and it may be purchased on long 
time payments, just as the last pump 
was traded for. 

Some Other Improvements. 

The good effect of the bonds will not 
stop with these improvements, however. 
It has all along been the intention to 
make other permanent improvements in 
the event the bonds were authorized and 
these will not, probably be arranged for. 

The $30,000 given the department of 
sewers on the January apportionment 
sheet of the finance comgnittee wl prob- 
ably be taken away. The $10,000 given 
the water works department for a new 
reservoir and the $11,000 given the water 
department for paying for new mains will 
probably meet the same fate. 

This will give the finance committee 
$51,000 of unappropriated money. 

Last year, it will be remembered, Hon. 


Hoke Smith, who was then president of 
the. board of education, and Luther Z. 
Rosser, one of the members of the board, 
stated that they would fight the bonds if 
council did not agree to give the depart- 
ment of education $100,000 to relieve. the

“Il have attempted to suggest a cor- 
related scheme of instruction in munici- 
pal government, which may be roughly 
Summarized as follows: 

“1. Simple lessons in the duties of pub- 
lic agents in the elementary schools. 

“2. The systematic study of one city in 
high schools and academies. 

“3. A comparative study of American 
municipal government as part of a gen- 
eral course of government in all our 
colleges and universities. 

“4. A comprehensive study of municipal 
government for advanced students in unl- 
versities, leading to— 

‘>. The technical courses in the various 
— departments of the universl- 

es.” 


The School City. 

Secretary Stevens, of the Municipal As- 
sociation of Cleveland, read a paper pre- 
pared by Wilson L. Gill, who was super- 
visor of morals in Cuba during the Amer- 
ican occupation, on ‘‘The Schoo! City.” 
Mr. Gill's paper was in part as follows: 

“A great mass of educated men neglect 
primaries and municipal elections, thus 
abdicating the powers of sovereign Amer- 
ican citizenship. The field so free, the 
weed of monarchy has grown so large 
and strong that the swav of its head ts 
as absolute as that of any tvrant of the 
old world. We call him ‘boss’ or ‘leader,’ 
but he. good or bad. is no less our king 
or czar. We have the form of a demo- 
eratic republic. but from some cities and 
states the spirit of democracy has fled. 
Shall we let it go forever? Or shall we 
do the several things which are absolute- 
ly necessary for its restoration? 

“That competent men stick too close 
to their private business, and party pol- 
itics enter into purely business offices and 
transactions, are only symptoms. _ All 
government, in contact with which edu- 
cated people come-while their character 
and habits are being formed, is mon- 
archy. That is a chief root of the dis- 
ease. If it succeeds in procuring unques- 
tioning obedience to school authority. it 
destrovs the spirit of thinking. cooperat- 
ing citizenship. If it unconsciously pro- 
duces an undercurrent of disregard and 
contempt of personal responsfbility for 
government and established authority, it 
develops the spirit of anarchy and es- 
tablishes the habit of neglecting one’s 
political rights and duties. 

“If this disease of the municipalities 
and states is to be cured, it must be 
by teaching citizenship as practically as 
reading, writing and arithmetic, by hav- 
ing all children, from the youngest to 
the oldest, made into citizens instead of 
subjects, and guided by teachers in the 
defense of their rights and performance 
of the duties of faithful. ideal citizen- 
ship. The school city is a thoroughly 
successful method of accomplishing this 
object.”’ 

Municipal Nominations. 

An interesting address was delivered 
by Mr. Denning on the part voters should 
take in making municipal nominations. 

Mr. Deming said, in part: 

“In a small and homogeneous com- 


munity, dwelling in a limited territory | 


and with few public interests, the gov- 
ernmental machinery may be very simple 
and yet satisfy every public need. But. 
in the very nature of things, no com- 
munity can occupy permanently a purely 
isolated position. 

“There can be no political concert of 
action without a central coordinating 
authority. That authority must be either 
superimposed from without, and so irre- 
sponsible to the governed, who are then 
literally subjects; or established by, rep- 
resentatives of, and so responsible and 
responsive to the governed, who are then 
first. in any true sense, freemen. 

“If it be an essentail element of dem- 
ocratic government that it should be rep- 
resentative of the people, neither Penr- 
Sylvania nor Rhode Island has a dem- 
ocratic government. The people elect az 
their rulers the men selected by an out- 
side authority, 
The result is as truly absolutism as 
though there had been no popular elec- 
tion. 

“The boss now has arbitrary power. 
Partisan bigotry gives the boss his op- 
portunity; selfish greed to share his fa- 
vors and the moral cowardice of the 
majority of those who know and «ee 
the truth shelter him from the suc- 
cessful attack. 

“All the members of the party must 
take part freely in determining who shall 
be the party nominees, and party or- 
ganization must be reduced to its proper 
position of furnishing simple and effect- 
ive means of executing the will of the 
party. How then, shall nomination re- 
form be brought about? Manifestly, tn 
the first Instance. by increasing the 
number of those who value the principie 
of representation in government aebove 
parties as such, and by taking every 
available opportunity to attack and weak- 
en the ‘organization’ nonopoly, which is 
but another name for the boss’ monopol

Encroachment of the Fair. 

There are few occupations now 
left to the monopoly 
and those which are left are going 
glimmering. Even that’ travesty on 
Mereury of the winged heels—the .un- 
speakable messenger boy, .is daily 
finding himself -in Othello’s predica- 
ment by reason of the fair sex’s usur- 


pation. It is said the experience of the 


Chicago messenger service company 
which placed girls in the places of the 
striking boys was that the girls were 
in many respects much the better 
messengers. 

In London the same experiment is 
being maae by Rveuter’s, that well- 
known corporation doing a large bus- 
iness in individual and commerciat 
messages transmitted chiefly through 
its code. The London messenger girls 
are nattily uniformed and _ receive 
two shillings more per week than was 
given the boys for the same service. 


Their ages average fifteen years. The ° 


change was made because the boys 
there, as in America, stood as a syn- 


ohym for slowness and unreliability. 


The manager despaired of managing 


them in a. way to give their cus-. 


tomers anything approximating de- 
cent service. With the girls it is dif- 
ferent. 
be amenable to discipline, intelligent 
in the following of directions, swift 
of foot and thoroughly trustworthy. 
As yet these female messengers are 
used entirely in the daytime, and on 
routes which will confine them to cer- 
tain sections of the great city. In this 
respect the corporation admits a de- 
gree of ‘moral. responsibility. 

A contemporary states that the 
District Messenger Company, like- 
wise of London, employs girls to run 
errands, though they are hired only 
by the day and not carried on the 
regular force. Girls are also employ- 
ed in carrying messages from some 
of the country postaffices, and at 
several of the seaside offices during 
the season girls are employed almost 
exclusively, most of them being fur- 
nished with bicycles for their work. 

While not questioning the capa- 
bility of young women to fill this spe- 
cies of employment, the pity is that 
necessities of bread-winning should 
force them into,any kind of employ- 
ment that throws them in constant 
contact with men and with -the un- 
favorable conditions of commercial- 
ism. The line should be drawn some- 
where, and on fifteen-year-old girls 
chasing the streets with messages 
would be one good place to draw it.

The gentle- 
men were in the woods near the edge 
ot a swamp, when they came upon the 
animal eating the body of a full grown 
cow, which it had just killed. As they 
approached the panther leaped from the 
carcass of the cow and skulked off to 
the swamp. The gentlemen had a good 
view of the animal as it ran toward 
the. swamp, something over a hundred 
yards distant, and state that it was 
about 5 feet long and 2 1-2 feet high. 
They measured the distance between its 
tracks, and state that its leaps were 
from 8 to 10 feet. 

It is said that the panther has infested 
the Alapaha river swamp for a num- 
ber of years, killing many cattle and 
Sheep, but as it was impossible to get 
dogs to run it or approach it, hunters 
have not been able to get a shot at 
the animal. One or two species of wild 
cat are comparatively numerous in the 
swamps of south Georgia, but it was 
not thought, generally, that there was 
a single specimen of panther left.

Te trial of Millard Lee, the slayer of
